In order to better 
describe the many varieties listed, we have divided them into 
five groups: E, early varieties that flower by Dec. 15; M, mid- 
season (often called winter-blooming) varieties that bloom from 
Dec. 15 to Jan. 15; L, those blooming after Jan. 15; S, spring 
bloomers that are very late and should be planted to follow 
chrysanthemums at the earliest; and HW, hot-weather varieties 
for June, July, August and September flowering only.
